“This is incorrect. The cor- 
poration ig authorized to lend 
money for reconditioning only to 
home owners in financial dis- 
tress) and in most cases only in 
connection with its 
operations. The corporation may 
make. loans to the 
groups of home owners:

“2 Those who are eligible to 
have their mortgages taken over 
by the corporation. To be elig- 
ible, a home owner must be 
financially unable to make pay- 
ments on his present mortgage, 
unable to obtain financing else- 
where, and actually faced with 
foreclosure or tax sale. 


“3 Those who own their homes 
clear of any mortgage; but only 
if they cannot get loans from 
any private lending agency. 

“Thus the Corporation is au- 
thorized to make loans for re- 
conditioning only to those home 
owners who are in some form 
of credit distress. Furthermore, 
practically all loans for recon- 
ditioning will be in addition to 
loans for refinancing mortgages.”
